Agricultural Advance 

In reCeroneo to agrienltin-o tlie speak- 
er praiaed the able manner In wliicU 
Capt, Tatlow had presided ever ilie 
destinies of tiio department of aB'rlcul- 
tiiro. Ho liad Initiated a progressive 
policy. Mv. Thomson could remember 
some years ago in tlife Interllir . when 
the fruit growers had packed their pro- 
dneo in a varlety-ol^boxes, when they 
had not troubled to grrado their ap- 
ple.s, and, sometimes, an many as four 
or live dlllerunt qualUles could bo 
found 111 the one box. By the educa- 
tive sytitein whieli had been iutrodueed 
the farjiiors had been taught to put 
up their fruit in markctablo style. Jloro 
than this, the (luestluii of cheaper 
Crelght rates had been taken up with 
the Canadian Pacific railway. It liad 
been made plain to tho latter that i£ 
Uie charges wore not I'educed it would 
be impossible for the fruit growers 
to send their produce to the North- 
west or other markets, As a result of 
tliesc representations tlie rates had 
been reduced, and now these engaged 
111 the Industry wero onjoylng pros- 
perity. Even in Victoria the result 
was felt, as was proven by the tact 
that tho value of fruit lands In this 
neighborhood had risen at least llfty 
dollars an acre. (Applau.se.) 

.Mr. Thomson mentioned the criticism 
le\ied at tho government In regard to 
its linanclal pollcj-. Tho borrowing <if 
$1,000,00(1 at ;') per ot-nt, he tlinughl, 
was Justllled when Ihe conditions with 
wliieli the adniiiiistratioii was eoii- 
I'r.irited were coiisiili^red. The prov- 
Inec was in dilTicuIt ies, and nmney 
giMiorall.v was "tight." There was 
notliiiis I'lse to h'^ dnne. It an lion- 
orable nian nv. ed ni(iiie>' he did cv- 
erytliing possible to jiay it olf at as 
oarl>- a dat.- as iir)ssibl.'. t^onseriiient- 
ly the money had been borrowed, the 
ta.xes had bei.'ii Increased, and tho gov- 
ernment had ado|)ted u proper econo- 
mical policy. Tho result was that tho 
country was once again buoyant, and. 
If the revenues continued to roll Into 
the treasury nnd the prosperity to pre- 
vail, ho had no hesitancy in thinking 
that there would bo a general redue- 
lltui In tho taxation. (Applause.) 
A Troubler 

There \vero only a few more points 
which ho wished; to mention to Illus- 
trate the advisability of returning the 
MoBrlde administration. There were 
people who did not remember the time 
when W. W. B. IMclnnes had forward- 
ed despatches from Ottawa announc- 
ing his determination to scalp the 
■Coal Karon" of nritlsh Columbia. He 
had started We.st with that Intention, 
luit on the way had changed his mind 
and ui)on his arrival had •'fallen into 
Dunsmuir's arms and accepted a port- 
folio in ids cabinet." (Baiighter and 
applause.) Ho thought Briti.sh Co- 
lumbia had .suffered enough from the 
Melnncs family. It was in 1898 that 
tlie trouble had Itrst begun. Tlien Mr. 
.Meriines, father of thr: ex-commisslon- 
er of tho Yukon, was governor of. the 
province. The Turner government 
had heeii confronted with rdlffioul.tle3 
and In their extremity had been waited 
upon by- tho governor's secretary with 
tho announcement that, if Mr. Jlclnnes 
(tho son) was taken Into tho cabinet 
matter.s would be smoothed over. Of 
course Mr. Turner Indignantly declined 
to cfuisider tho matter nnd was txiriied 
out of pov.-er. This was tlio same Me- 
lnncs who was tourini^ the country in 
tlie Ijilieral interests and would, if he 
were pla'ed in power hy the voters 
;ri','ite a iiiost dls.-istrous effect on the 
prosperity of Ihitish Columbia. 

II toi>k the milted efforts of the Con- 
.servatlvc'S and biljerals of British Co- 
luinbia to rciuo\ e Governor Jlclnnes 
from office and on the 2nd of Febru- 
ary he felt sure the same united ef- 
fort would prevent AV. "\V. B. IMclnnes 
from ever having a chance to get int(3 
l)ower. 

la regard to better terms, ]\lr. Thom- 
son said tl'.at the case .dimply resolved 
itself to this: The Uonilnion of Can- 
ada owed the provinee of British Co- 
lumbia $1.'), 000,000. This, apparently, 
tho federal authorities didn't intend to 
pay unless they were made to. (Ivaugh- 
ter and applause.) Tho only way for 
tho people of British Columbia to get 
what they wanted was to show that 
they wero determined and would not 
be coerced by treats. (Applause.) In 
conclusion ho paid a tribute to tlie 
manly stand assumed by the premier 
at the inter-provincial conference.

' Frederick Davey, in his introduc- 
tory remarks, stated, that he camo 
bnforo;-those'rpresent , as a supporter 
of the; McBrtda goverhmentv Ho took 
that stand>^becaiise.'-he ibelloved that 
they had done* yeohian service In the 
Interests, of the province, (Applause.) 

"When they had come to power threo 
yoar.s ago, they found the treasury 
depleted. In fact they faced, practic- 
ally, a condition of bankruptcy. But 
tho situation had not shakon tho coii- 
lldoiu'o of the administration. They 
took up tho matter detormln« dl.v, and 
by practicing economy nnd wisely In- 
creasing tho taxation, the ccaiiitry had 
boon broui?ht irsrn a scilous linanclal 
diloimna to a prosperous condition. 
Tlio credit of Br}tish.;Coluiubla now 
was good upon any mondy- 'market, 
(Applause.) 

Thoy had not only dealt with tho 
llnaneos creditably, but tho lands and 
works department had been so man- 
aged that Us income had been in- 
creased to such an extent tlial It liad 
reached the gratifying total of $1,000,- 

000. (Applause.) ^ 

Tfie Forward Policy 
Then also tlioro was the attitude 
of the governmont towards mining, 
towards agriculture, and towards all 
hid-istries wdiich wero of value In 
opening up tho great Canadian AVest. 
llo lliouglit that upon all these i>oliita 
the governiiKmt was to be connneiul- 
od. (.V)iplaus(^.) In respect to agri- 
ouUure he cirow attiMitiim to tho steps 
taken towards advi'riising tho possi- 
bilities of hoi-tlenlture In British Col- 
umbia in the Old Countr/ and else- 
where. (.Ajiplause.)

impcn-taiice to British Columbia. Ho 
believed that tho next few years 
would lie years of wealth-making. 
And if that was to lie the case, It 
was necessar>- that the opportunities 
.■should he made as broad as possible 
Thus lietter iiTms wero needed In or- 
der that tho vast undeveloped coun- 
try stretchin.g from tho Itocky moun- 
tains TO the Pacilic co;ijt, should oc 
properly exploited. (Ai)olaasi>.) 

He felt sure that wdien party lines 
wero declared three years ago tho ac- 
tion met with the approval of tho ma- 
.iority of those interested in the wel- 
fare of the country. At that time It 
was commonly stated that the one 
dull spot In tho dominion of Canada 
was British Columbia. ■ But sinco 
then tho conditions had been changed. 
Now tho province- was enjoying un- 
precedented prosperity. To what was 
this to bo attributed. If not the 
splendid, stable government furnished 
by Premier McBrido and his supjiort- 
ors?

B Mellih'es In tho forthcoming elec- 
tions. He- ■ did not think that there 
wero many who believed that Jlr. 
McJnnos (WanchM-lng Irom tlie 

yukon) had come m British Colum- 
bia to "l)lay seeon.l ii<l'l'>^' . ^^l'; 
MacdoniiUl." (Cries of No! No!) And 
ho asked, what would happen to the 
provhico If Mr. jMcTnnes wero return- 
ed and put In control? (Appl.auso 
and laughter.) But ho did not llilnk 
(hat sncli a thing would happen, llu; 
opiiosillon would be deleated and 
Mr. 'Mclnnes would have to go else- 
wdiere. (Aiiplause.) 

In ren-riiiif? to better terms, Mr. 
Beeiiv.dtli claimed that British Colum- 
bia's claims were such as should-'bo 
presented direct to the federal /auth- 
orities. It was ridiculous to' think 
that the caf'o of the province : had ■ to 
go bi>fore tho premiers of tho eastern 
provinces. The matter, he claimed, 
should bo thrashed out on tho iloor 
of the House of Commons. (Applause.) 
The representatives of British Colum- 
bia at Ottawa were thoso from whom 
sonielhliiK towards obtaining the 
rights of British Columlila In regard 
to better terms might be expected. 

(.'outlmihig he referred to the Ireat- 
nicnt wlilcli had been accorded the 
eastern provinces,, Aml^ he - said, in 



making their claims they .had dealt 
with tho proper authorities directly. 

In respect to the attitude assumed 
by Premier McBride lie thought It was 
tho only coui-se open to lilni. (Ap- 
plause.) He had put up a grand fight 
and had been juatlUcd in refusing to 
abide by tho decision of tho Inter- 
provlnclal conference. (Applause.) Ho 
wanted to say that lie was glad to sco 
that tho premier had decided to run 
In the local constituency. He felt con- 
fident that Victoria would elect tho 
premier of British Columbia on tho 
lind of February. (Enthusiastic ap- 
plause.) 

Attitude Towards Labor 

Continuing, the sjieakor mentioned 
the remarks of Mr. Alclnnes at Ross- 
land In regard to labor, Ife thought 
that that constituency showed the 
consideration towards the working 
man.

Coneludhig ?,Ir. Beckwith asked all 
suiJii'irters of Premier McBrido to 
work shoulder to shoulder.

(Ijaugliti.-r and eiithusiastU' 
applause). 

An address was dellvei'ed hy .Mr.

^CONSTRUCTION OF THE Q. T. P. 

Mr. H. P. Boll writes lis at consid- 
erable length settliih' fortli how, in his 
' opinion tho construction . of the Grand 
Trunk Pacinc. throuBh this province 
ciin be expedited. He recommends 
th'U Mio oprratlcui of iho law rclathip; 
to Chii!'':^': innnli-rratioM shall he sus- 
pended long cnouKli ^<> enable the 
company to get a sufficient number of 
Chinamen to build the lino within tho 
time limited. We h.ave refused pub- 
livatiou to ail letter.^ recommending 
tho admission of tho Chinese as a so- 
lution of the labor problem hero, but 
wo print Mr. Bell's letter because wo 
are lmi)rosspd witli the Idea that an 
effort will be made on behalf of the 
company to secure action along the 
line indicated by Mr. Bell and wo wish 
to take the earliest opportunity of pro- 
testing against anything of the Iclnd 
and of callin,". "Don the people of the 
province generally to unite in opposing 
any effort to deluge this country with 
Chinese labor In order that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Company may 
nave $(1,000,000 or so in the con.stnic- 
tloii of their lino across British Co- 
limibla, ;, :■" . ,. 

The Grand Trunk ' Paolflc has en- 
tered into a contract to biilld-the rail- 
way to tho Pacific coast by 1911. Very 
f,'eneriiiis .'is:j;stniice Is Riven by the 
rJiuiiliiioii. 'I'lic company entered Into 
the arraiiKoiiieut with Its cyos open. Its 
olTlclals knew, or If they did iK»t know 
they could readily hnve ascertained, 
that only a comparatively small nuni- 
l.)i.r of Chliiaiii'-'ii would be available for 
construction work. Thdy must have 
contemplated carrying out tholr pon- 



trnct with white labor chlelly, and they 
have no claim, either legally or equit- 
ably, to have the exclusion law sus- 
pended on their behalf. ■ If It can be 
properly urged that tho G. T. Pacllh 
shall bo allowed to Import Chlnainen, 
why not the C. P. R. the C. N. R., the 
G. I^T. R. and every other railway com- 
pany contemplating the ■ construction 
of lines in British Columbia'.' AVhy 
draw the line at railway companies'.' 
Why not permit every one to contract 
with Chinese merchants for such Chin- 
ese labor as he may require? 

We are quite at n loss to understand 
why so much difficulty Is made In re- 
gard to railway, construction In ,tliU 
province. Durlng all.tlie debate on the 
G. T. Paclflc cotitract there' was a 
strong under-current of protest against 
building in British Coiumlila at all. 
Tho difficulties of the work were mug- 
iiliicd; the advantages of the line, 
when built, were minimized. No oho 
seemed called upon to state In his place 
In parliament that we have hero a 
province that Is second to no other In 
its abllty to furnish traffic for rail- 
ways. Mr. Bell speaks of the unwil- 
lingness of white men to work at rail- 
way building here. They aro not 
unwilling to do so In the PacKlc states. 
What good reason Is there for sup- 
posing that they will bo unwilling to 
do so here? The case of the C. P. R. 
proves nothing. Conditions have 
changed since the main line of that 
railway was built and many miles of 
track have been built In the province 
without the aid of Chinese labor. AVe 
repeat tli.at w<) protest against any sus- 
pension of the .$r)00 head tax in favor 
of the Grand Trunk PncUlc or any 
other railway company, and we pro- 
test also against an.-,- extension of time 
being granted that company. 



NO UNPAID TAXES 

Tho statement Is made frequently 
in the Opposition press that the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Company owes 
tho province a largo sum of money, 
it is usually put at. $750,000, for taxes, 
which tho government has neglected 
to collect. Those who make tho state- 
ment are careful to content them- 
selves with tho bald proposition. It 
Is always difficult lo meet a general 
statement of that nature, except by a 
general denial, which lia.s been given 
In respect to this particular assertion 
over and over aBa;in. The Canadian 
Paclflc Railway Company has paid 
every dollar of taxes for which it 
could Ijc assessed legally. It has not 
been exempted to any extent what- 
ever, and there is no one who has the 
authority to grant it any exemption. 
Wo understand that the basis of tho 
allegation arises out of a transaction 
between the B. (J. .Souliicni Kiillway 
Company and Jlr. I\ Aug. lleiiize. 
Under that arrangement there aro 
,certain .lands, which tho Companj' 
claim should bo vested In Mr. Helnze, 
and when they so bocoino vested they 
will be taxable. As long as tho Lands 
arc tho property of tho Railway Com- 
pany -they are- not - taxable ' by - the 
terms of tho grant, but thoy become 
liable tho moment they are a'ienateil. 
We liave seen it staled In tlio i)i'ess, 
and believe it to be true, that the 
Railway Company has begun an ac- 
tion against Mr. Holnzo to compel 
him to take a conveyance of the land. 
.\s v,e understand tlie matter, tho 
land cannot be taxed while the com- 
pany holds It; hence the company 
cannot owe taxes upon It under any 
circumstances. If any one Is liable 
it is Mr. Helnze, and ho is not un- 
less the land has been transferred to 
him. Tho governiiKfnt Is absolutely 
[lowerless in the matter. 

In this connection reference may bo 
made to another matter of a somer 
what similar nature. Some people ask 
why the lands In tlio K. & N. be'.t 
have not been taxed, seeing that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
now owns that undertaking. Tho an- 
swer In this case is somewhat differ- 
ent. Under the law granting tho 
land on the Island to the Dominion 
government to be used as a railway 
belt, it is expressly stipulated that It 
shall not be taxed, "unless and until 
the samo aro used by tho company 
for other than railroad purposes, or 
leased, occupied, sold or alienated." 
'l"he 13. & iSI. Railway Company did 
not sell to the 'Canadian Paclflc Rail- 
way Company. What happened was 
that the sliareliold.'rs of tho K. & N. 
Company sold their sliarcH oitlier to 
the C. V. R. Company, or some one 
representing that company — It Is Im- 
Hiaterlal which. If tomorrow any 
person or body corporate should pur- 
chase tho K. it N. shares from the C. 
P. R., the land would not become 
subject lo ta.vailon. By the terms ot 
the original grant tho land cannot bo 
taxed, while it is vested in the 13. & 
N. Railway Comiiany, no matter wdio 
may own the shares In that comp.aiiy. 
't'hls is the law of the province, and 
has been the law ever since ISSI. It 
Is doubtful It tho legislature coiihl 
alter It, If It wished to do so, because 
llie granting of tho land wa:; lo tlu; 
Dominion, and It was turned ovi^i- to 
the company by tho Domiiiion. We 
have explained ..these ;inatters at. some 
lengtb to avoid mlsundorstaniflings, 
some of whldi aro Innocent enough, 
and others are duo to tho deliberate 
misrepresentations of people, who 
ought to know better.

THE RULE OF THE ROAD 

Yesterday at noon an elderly man 
narrowly escaped being; run- down by a 
two-horso team at the corner of Yates 
and Broad streets. No harm was dene, 
but possibly It uiay be timely to say 
something about tho rule of the road. 
At street crossings, pedestrians have 
tho 'rlgiit of way. It ' Is the duty of 
drivers of vehicle's to be watchful, and 
if through negligence injury Is done 
an individual, tho person injured has 
his remedy af law. We do not think 
.that this rule Is geviorally under.stood. 
Whether or not it has been extended 
to apply to street cars we are uncer- 
tain, but we are inclined lo think that 
It covers them as well. "We think the 
molorneor Is bound to stop his car to 
enable pedestrians to get across the 
tracks, and that a furious so-.iiullng 
of the gong Is not sultlclent. Of course 
motor cars are governed by tho gen- 
eral rule of the road. At the same 
time tho rights of pedestrians must be 
used within reasonable bounds. Xo 
one has a right to interrupt orderly 
traffic by Insisting upon all occasions 
that ho has the right of way ovpr ve- 
hicles. In this connection a practice, 
V'ery coimnoii in A'iclorla, of stopping 
carriages at crossings and permitting 
them to stand there, may bo men- 
tioned. This is clearly wrong, i«id while 
an indlvldu.il, who is compelled to go 
out of his way, bt!caus(! some team- 
ster or driver of a private carriage 
chooses to obstruct tho crossing, may 
not have any right of action, the party 
offending would bo liable to prosocu- 
tlc5n for obstructing the street. We 
think that In nearly all matters of this 
kind, the fault arises through Ignor- 
ance of tho rule; although In all parts 
of the country the boys, who drive 
butchers' or haker.s' carts seem to think 
that they own the world.

That Vlc- 
tori.a should be able to boast ar, arch- 
itect ciipablo of taking jjart in tho 
competition willi sucli men is a mat' 
ter of no small credit to tlio city 
li;von should -Mr. Rattenbury bo un- 
successful in obtaining llr.';t place, tho

.sf!r\-o to bring the city before:"the :at- 
loutlou of tho peoiilo of tho ' East, 
while sliould his plans bo accepted' 
and Mr. Rattonburv's friends aro sure 
that for tlie designing of public build- 
ings there are few in, America who 
can surpass ' him— the advortlsomen t 
would be one of the best that it would 
be possible to seoure for this city.

Tho new siructiu-.'s will form part 
of the system of iniiirovemenls which 
are being carrieil on arnuiid tho par- 
liament biilldines by the federal au- 
thorities, and it is necessary tliat 
thev conform with tho existing oil - 
licos Mi: Haltenbury states that his 
plans will bo for buildings in thu Tu- 
dor Giitiiic style, of such a nature 
that tiiov will harmonize entirely 
with thc general schomo of things In 
tho neighborhood.

attention on the back to several Im- 
portant commercial and business mat- 
ters, and these envelopes were used 
-sxtensively by the business houses of 
the city. In all 180,000 -wore printed 
and distributed. One of the statements 
on that envelope was as follows: 
"Shipowners can saxe 20 per cent by 
sendingr their ships from any part of 
the Pacific . Coast -to be repalrod and 
refttted at Victoria." This statement, 
circulated all over the World by most 
of the prominent business houses, 
could not help but draw -attention to 
that particular Industry, and also to 
the fact that Victoria was a commer- 
cial centre. 

At tho time tho special rates were 
put on from the Northwest for the 
winter excursions, over L'OOO large 
special envelopes v.-ore jirinteii, firaw- 
Itig attention to tliose exeursions, and 
were sent, containing a copy of "Im- 
pressions," to this number of homes In 
that section. It will theroforo be seen 
that the association printed nnd diij- 
tributed about i;iO,l)00 bonklets, leaf- 
lets, etc., from our own ofllce, and do- 
slenod an envelope of wlileh 180,000 
were used. 

The distribution of literature is al- 
ways of more. Importance than the 
printing. It 1» eomparattvely ca3.\- to 
print a large amount of literature," but 
the diniculty Is to get It properly dis- 
tributed. In many oases periodicals 
guarantee to print a certain number of 
copies of special editions, but It often 
happens that very few of them arc 
v,-oll distributed. Wo believe that tho 
a;isoclation does Its best work In tlie 
distribution of its literature, and It 
v.ould be (lard Indeed to find a place 
whiTO, to a morn or less extent, Vlc- 
rla's lirlntcd niatler does not find Its 
w;iy. 

In order to eondenso this report as 
much as possible, we do not propose 
to go over tlie ground, as in previous 
years, as to tlio details of tho distribu- 
tion of this literature. It Is .'iudlclent 
to say that from Kan Diego on the 
south to Dawson on tlie north, .and 
from Chicago and Winnipeg on the 
east, there is scaro. ly a. city tli.-it has 
not been covered In this distribution, 
and' more especially In those places' 
r.-hcro tourists are most often found, 
and amongst those people wlio have 
transportation to sell and pleasure 
trips' to oi-gani^e. 'While this area has 
had special attention, our ' literature 
has been well circulated In Eastern 
Canada and tho States, and In fact In 
all parts of the world. Wo would, 
however, call your attention to the 
large amount of work done In the 
Canadian Northwest. Wo do this be- 
cause it Is only righl nnrl proper lluit 
the cItUens should understand that 
tl'.ls assnclatl(ni Is mainly responsible 
for the large Influx of visitors and 
rP.«;identK who have come from those 
sections and who have beon such fac- 
tors in bringing about tho more prns- 
pnous times and Ihe considerably in- 
eri'usi'd value of real esfato, that nro 
e\-ldent today In Victoria. During tho 
year at least 15,000 liookl.da have been 
distributed by mall, through railway 
ofllcoH and by the secretary personally 
In this section.,- Tho secretary visliecl 
Winnipeg, Brandon, Roglna, Moosejaw, 
Calgary and the 'Various resorts along 
the line of the Canadian Paolflo Rail- 
way, and was present at'' thip' exhibi- 
tions.

Tho cheap excursion rates which 
wero Inauguratod through this Asso- 
ciation with tho C. P. R., both for 
summer and winter together with this 
thorough advertising campaign, have 
ai.-!jady proved of Immense value to the 
city. 

Genc.'il Advertising. 

A largo amount of personal work 
was done by the secretary apart from 
that dono In the Northwest. In the 
eaily part of tho year ho attended a 
Convention at Salt Lake City com- 
prised of nearly three hundred of the 
most prominent transportation news- 
paper, magaisine and publicity men of 
tho West and had tho opportunity of 
bringing Victoria most prominently 
before the convention and of telling 
what Victoria was doing, distributing 
at the same time, several hundred 
booklets throughout Salt Lake City. A 
month or two later lie accompanied a 
large deputation of nearly one hundrinl 
citizens of tho State of Waslilngton on 
a tour of California u:i(l(!rt.-ilcen for the 
purpose of advertising the Pacillc 
Nortliwest and, of biinglug our cli- 
matic and scenic advantages promin- 
ently before the peoplo of tliat state.

Amalgamation of Tho 100,000 Club. 

As you arc aware In the early part 
of the year a movement was sot on 
foot to organize a 100,000 Club. Several 
large public meetings were lield for 
this pui^pose, It was the opinion o£ the 
mcetthff ' that such a club would* -to a 
large extent, do the same kind ot work 
and cover the same ground as this 
Association, therefore it was decided 
to amalgamate, if possible the two As- 
Boclations and the amalgamation took 
lilaco. 

Tho work of the Association was con- 
siderably enlarged thereby .so as to 
onibraco tlie cni-'ouragoniont of homo 
Industries and of securing now cues, 
i'our new committees of fifteen mem- 
bers each were appointed, namely: Set- 
tlers, Clvlo- Affairs, Industries and Re- 
ception. 

The Bottlers' committee had sevoral 
meetings to dlscussi the best means 
of securing new settlers upon theland.s 
around tho city, but found that 
there wore many difficulties In 
the way, particularly on ac- 
pount. . oC the comparatively, small 
qiinount-of land available for now sct- 
. tiers, and tha aversion of the owners 
of tlio largest tracts of land to sell or 
cut up their holdings. Another diffi- 
culty In the way of any large scheme 
was the absence of any cheap method 
of clearing the bush land which is a 
considerable portion of the unoccupied 
lands around Victoria. jNIany other 
matters uorc dl.scuM.'^cd .'iuch as In- 
creasing the traiispurtatlon raciuites 
to such places ns Gordon Head, Saan- 
ich and particularly Melchoslu. The 
committee found that it was Impos- 
sible to do much work imlesa they had 
some funds for the necessary ex- 
penses in carrying on investigations, 
etc., and, as tlio oxocutivo had not 
moncyienough to defray tho expen.sus 
ulrea'dy Incurred, tho committee felt 
that It was very little use continuing 
the meetings for this year. 

Tlie civic afrair.i commlttco lield a 
large nimiber of niectings and ilis- 
cussed many nialter.-j, havlni; for tludr 
uljject, th(! improvomont of tlio city in 
various ^vn^•s. They inspcctiul tlic roads 
of the cil.v and made reconnnenda- 
tious to tho city council, not onl " as 
to tho i-oads needing repairing but as 
to many other nuitters which in their 
opinion they tiiou^'ht would niaterlaliy 
beuellt the ril\-. Ijnrorlvmatidy the 
city council were in the same posl- 
tion,as..our .sot|!ors, committee, having 
no.ifuna^ iavallabls" to carry out the 
wi«)ieBs,Qff the^ civic <a(taIiS 1 cominlttec. 
. At. tKe'Jnstanco of this cptitmltteia your 
i 'sMFelanr,. corresponded with " the Am- 
' hrose ' Petry ' Company of Vancouver, 
with tho object of securing an ad- 
vartlsoment In the street cans oon- 
trolled by tho company with the re- 
sult that the committee generously 
offered to place ii .«;iKn in the sti'cet 
car.s of the followinj; stale.H, Illinois, 
Oliin, Indiana and iMichlgan and alno 
to dlstrlbulo n largo number of atlck- 
ara. This advertL'^cmcnt Is of con- 
slflerablo value to the city and five 
hunilrod cards were Immediately 
printed in two colors and sent to them 
for distribution. This committee also 
secured a moat valuable and generous 
donation from the lato lieut. governor, 
81r Honrl Jolly in the form of whole 
of Ills valuable collection of . young 
trees nowMn tho grounds of Govorn- 
mdixit House. Tho committee suggests 
tnat some public avenue or square bo 
planted with many of these trees ahd

Tho.'.lndustrieS',Committee 
This. committee endeavored from tho 
very date "'of their organization to 
carry out the objects for which they 
were organized namely to bring .new 
industries to the city and to encour- 
age those now established. For this 
pui-poso the premises adjoining wore 
secured and at a cost of nearly $1,000 
and were put in shape to recclvo ex- 
hiblta of "Goods Made in Victoria." 
Sub-committees cnnvassed many of the 
manufacturers in the' city and "the ex- 
hibit is a result of tills effort. Your 
exeoutivo .cannot help but comment on 
tho apathy shown by the manufactur- 
ers of;the city, with a few exceptions, 
Which was purely one Iq bonellt their 
pwn businesses. ••■ The exhibition we 
have, has been commented upon very 
favorably by almost every visitor who 
has inspected the rooms, but it is not 
as good as it ought to be and when 
It is considered that every firm is only 
asked to contril^ute $iiO per voar In 
payment for rent for his e.xhiblt. and to 
have It dusted and taken care of, vour 
executive feala that the labor.? of "this 
committee ought to have been reward- 
ed with very much more success than 
they wave, not only in the interests 
of the various concerns but as a mat- 
ter of public enterprise and in ord«»r 
to show that Victoria Is not onlv a 
tourist but a. commercial and man u fac - 
turing cqntre. It Bhoufd surely fol- 
low that where a public Institution 
uses its endeavors to encourage the 
use of homo manufactured goods to 
tho exclusion of tho.se Imported, that 
the mnnufacturoi-a as a whole and In- 
dividually should do their bo.st tn .sup- 
port that movement thenisolves and 
show some enthusiasm, and your exe- 
cutive feels that Irom this source tho 
As.sociatiou ha.s not. been supported 
as it ouf;ht to have been. Tlie exhi- 
bition room wa.=; not intended to bo 
a source nf profit to the As.snciation. 
but a benefit to tlm rlty and to the 
Individual mamifacttu-crs. It entails i 
more labor on the st.iff. is a source of 
expense, lip.s increased tho liability' 
In ruimlng expousos in rent, light- j 
In,?, etc., In addition to the $700 or 
SSOO that has. beetji sunk -in alteration.^, 
and there Is scarcely' sufncient rev- 
enue In retm-n to cover Its running 
expenses.

There is no more ' "fmpprtant com- 
mltteo in connection with the Asso- 
ciation than the Reception' and En- 
tertainment (Committee.

ed ami that there is a provision for 
the v.'Ipiug out of any liability for this 
or iiiiy former year, they havo looked

shot and killed Abel Policy, a rcs- 
])ected citizen of Osago County. 
Bates was captured, tried, convicted 
and sentenced to death. His convic- 
tion was tlio first of its kind after 
the organization of Kansas as a 
State. 

Bates was taken to the peniten- 
tiary and tlu^ro confined for a year. 
Stninu{)U.s elYorts were nuvde to re- 
strain Governor S. .] . Crawford from 
signing the order for liis exucution. 
Governor Crawford was a believer 
in capital punishment. lie wa.s in- 
cltnod to sign tho order but was wav- 
ering in his determination. 

nev. J. B. McAfee, a well-known 
Ijutheran minister, now residing in 
I'opeka, was Governor Crawford's 
private secretary. Mr. McAfee was 
very earnest in his conviction that 
Dates should bo hanged, and friends 
of tlie lattoi' concluded that they 
could induce tlie Governor to com- 
mute tho sentence If Mr, McAfee 
could be converted. 

Another Lutheran clergyman, who 
had been intimate with the Govern- 
or's secretary, was secured to influ- 
ence Mr. McAfee to change his posi- 
tion, jio 1;rlod' every possible means 
of persuasion without >succes4i fiifolly 
concluding with the ministerial ap- 
peal that tho condemned; mart had

Tho edict itself tliiiiUs that the greiu 
dlfilculty which has been encountered 
In tho reform movement is "worship 
nf the iMist," for nowhere does the dead 
baiid weigh more heavily ufion the liv- 
ing than in China, and the llrst essen- 
tial to success in a new movement la to 
show either that It is not an innova- 
tion or at least that It Is no hostile to 
tho spirit fathers. 

One Man, Ono Officer. 

Tho chief feature in the edict is tho 
manifest cnde.ivor to approach the 
Ideal of "one man, one olllce." Equally 
Important in the abolition of the use- 
less multiplication of ofnces, and, with 
the exception of the board of foreign 
relations, whose compositlont can not 
be changed without permission from 
the powers, tlielre will henceforth be 
only one bead to each of the govern- 
ing boards. 

Some of the old dcslKnatlous nro 
Qulle obsolete and the titles have been 
modernlKed. The board of puulsh- 
menla was never fully described In tho 
title. It will now be callefl the bo;ird 
of law, corresponding with our depart- 
ment of Justice. While tho lime Is not 
ripe for tho ostabllshmont of a parlia- 
ment, a partial substitute Is alTni-dod 
by the iippohUment of a. couiu:il "to 
assist In government" which Is to be- 
.onio the mouthpiece of tho people, 
though tliey are not permitted to Inmo- 
nate or elect Its members^ The censor- 
.ite is retained as a terror to corrupt, 
Incompetent offlolals. 

Tho pres.s la vet In Its infancy in 
China and Is said to bo chai-acterl-/.ed 
bv such venality as to make It un- 
wise to gho It a full measure of 11b- 
• •rty. S01110 obHolcto Institutions have 
been abolished or Incorporated -with 
other boards, such as the "court of 
.sacrificial worship," tho "court of Im- 
perial onterlalnment," tho "court ot 
stale ceremonial," In all of >vhlch the 
fuuetlon.s have been taken over by. the 
"board of rights" and, the "court of 
tho imperial, stud," -vvhlch has boon 
taken over bySth'e "board' of tlte army. 
Marks ' Important Epoch. 

"On tho whole the ddlot must be ro- 
garded ns marking one of the most 
important epochs In China's hlHtory 
and whllo the sanKulnc -ivlll undoubt- 
edly be i1lsappo|iili-d ill the results, 
them seoms no rt^asou to doubt that 
the desh-o of Ihe throne and of many 
patriotic olllclals for veforuiH Is most 
sincere and that some measure of Im- 
provement win follow. Wo may hopo, 
at least, that tho changes., now .being 
Inaugurated will jn-ovo to be ,but -Itbe 
beginning of a movement that will 
bring China Into line with the most 
progressivo nations of the world."

The hito r.aroness Burdelt-Coutts, 
e\-ei so ready as she was to unloose 
the pur.s-e-string for tho benotlt of tho 
poor .-ind needy, was always careful to 
i:ee that there was no imposition in 
connection with her efforts to relieve.

Age, notwithstanding, she 
whilst a resident In Highgate, a 
northern suburb of Ijondon, -was In tho 
habit of visiting the poorer sort of 
this quarter, ami understood the con- 
ditions In which most of them v,-ere 
pliiciMl.

MUSKRAT' BUILDERS. 

Tho l-iouse In the Moa4ovv and How 
It Is Constructed. 

r have ahvays boon told that musk- 
rat houses mean a severe winter. In- 
stead of a sign of cold weather, the 
muskrat„house means slniply that one 
or moro.vjnuBkrats have .'choaenv I'va 
in a low meadow or at the ' shallow 
head of tho pond, whero there Is no 
chance to burrow underground and 
have a bedroom that cannot bo flooded 
by tho high tides of w inter. 

These samo nuiskrats, along tho 
Kteep banks of a. river, would tunnel 
Into the earth and there dig a bedroom 
out of reach of the highest flood. They 
do not always Kuccocd, however, ns 
they are often washnrt out of their 
winter beds by sprln.g freshids. 

The hi>uso In the meadow is usually 
built over a tall, stout tussock, w-hose 
grassy top forms the , bod. 'This Is dom- 
ed over, making ! a large'' room bis 
enough for one or for half a dozen, ac ■ 
(loi'dlng to tho number- of muskrals 
.sharing tho work. At least two opeii- 
ings or dives lead from the bed into 
open water at the foot of the tussock. 
And llil.t water never free-sos. When
